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Foothills Health Dist. Shows weddingbel.^ 
Increase In Population, 1945 


Despite loss of air schools and T.V. decrease there is growing 
influx into larger towns. Operating costs 63 cts. per capita 
for 21,554 people. 3772 school population. 130 deaths and 
445 births. Heart disease main cause of death. 


Total population served by the 
"Foothills Health district is 21,654, 
and the total area is 2,501 square 
miles. Contributary units are M. 
D’s of Blaclde, Highwood, Turner 
Valley and Vulcan; towns of High 
River, Nanton, Okotoks and Vul¬ 
can; villages of Arrowwood, Black 
Diamond, Blackie, Cayley, Milo 
and Turner Valley and Parkland 
Consolidated schools. This brings a 
school population of 3772. 

This data is embodied in the 
1945 annual report which shows a 
slight increase in total population 
over the previous year. There has 
been some decrease in the oilfields 
area, but this is made up by influx 
into larger towns, bring an overall 
increase. 

A summary of vital statistics 
for 1945 shows a total of 130 
deaths and 445 births. The five 
year average of deaths is 134, and 
the five year average of births 473 

Heart disease is in first place fpr 
mortality cause, accounting for 50 
deaths. Pneumonia was second 
with 14 deaths. Diseases of the ar¬ 
teries and cancer are third with 10 
deaths from each of the causes. 

Attention is called in the report 
to the Canadian Society for Con¬ 
trol of Cancer, which has as its 
objectives to correlate efforts of 
individuals or organizations in re¬ 
ducing mortality from this cause; 
to aid in establishing research ac¬ 
tivities; to extend public education 
and realize financial support. 

Amongst infants there were 17 
deaths under one year which gives 
mortality rate of 88.2 per 1000 live *' 
births. This is slightly higher 
than the five-year average. 

There were seven cases of vio¬ 
lent deaths in 1945, and the five 
year average from this cause la 
12 . 8 . 

Communicable Diseases ' 

Considerable time was spent in 
control of communicable disease in 
1945. Scarlet fever was again pre¬ 
valent in winter months, and there 
were mild epidemics of mumps, 
chickenpox and measles. 

In summer and early fall there 
were 58 cases of whooping cough 
reported in the north section where 
only a few pre-school children had 
been immunized. Most cases were 
in Sheep Creek recently added to 
the Health district. The epidemic 
did not spread to the immunized 
section of the health district. 

Two cases of undulant fever oc¬ 
curred in Turner Valley area and 
three cases of diphtheria were re¬ 
ported near Cayley. These are the 
first cases of diphtherin since 
1932-33. In inspection and atten¬ 
tion to communicable diseases 
there were 680 visits paid. 

Immunization 

Immunization against diphtheria 
whooping-cough, scarlet fever and 
smallpox has been carried on at 
infant and pre-school clinics. 

Tuberculosis 

It was no possible for the T.B. 
division to arrange for an X ray 
clinic in the district. Contacts of 
T.B.patients are visited by the nur 
ses and arrangements are made 
for them to report to the X ray 
clinic at the Central Alberta Sana¬ 
torium. 

T. B. cases discovered in 1945 
numbered 11, which was below the 
number of 20 discovered in 1944. 
There were six cases hospitalized 
and 16 contacts were examined. 
There were 705 tuberculin tests 
made last year. 

School Checkup—Defects 

Routine inspection of school chil¬ 
dren was carried on by the nurses 
during the year. There is a total 
school population of 3772. There 
were 2,184 pupils inspected by 
nurses and of these there were 
1360 foundto have defects. Those 
without defects numbered 821. 
There were 343 corrections of de¬ 
fects made. This form of inspec¬ 
tion included a number of home 
visits and other duties. 

The most frequent defect noted 
was in tonsils, with 621 cases of 
defective tonsils. There were 567 
pupils who needed attention to 
teeth. 551 childr* were under¬ 
weight. There was 179 with cervi¬ 
cal glands; 140 were overweight; 
134 had faulty vision; 97 were af¬ 
flicted with mouth breathing; 28 
had skin trouble; 20 had speech 
difficulty, 9 orthopedic trouble; 5 
had thyroid condition and 4 had 
faulty hearing.

Ready Response to 
T.B. Canvassers 

Comences April 16th 

The canvass of all households in 
Carmangay, Champion, Kirkcaldy, < 
Vulcan, Ensign Brant Arrowwood 
Milo and Lomond and their sur¬ 
rounding districts, is nearing com¬ 
pletion and application cards for 
chest X ray at the Mobile Clinic 
which is to be at Vulcan commenc¬ 
ing April 16th are reaching the 
secretary at the rate of several 
hundred per day. 

Carmangay was the first district 
completed with over 300 applica¬ 
tions being made, .which means al¬ 
most a complete coverage of the 
district. Efforts are being made 
there to make it a full 100% at 
that point. 

Most canvassers have reported a 
few refusals, but usually after an 
explanation of how it works and 
the benefits derived, the applica¬ 
tion cards are filled out. There is 
no charge for this chest X ray and 
only a very few minutes are re¬ 
quired. The actual X ray takes 
about a second, and filling in the 
card takes only a minute i Fifteen 
persons are X rayed each 15 min¬ 
utes so all applicants are asked to 
be prompt in arrival for their ap¬ 
pointment. 

Mrs. N. Thomas, the secretary 
of the Vulcan Mobile Clinic com¬ 
mittee is at the Legion hall (for¬ 
mer Red Cross room) every after- 
noon and Ml 

directed to her, and all applica¬ 
tion cards shold be left there also. 
Present indications are that about 
3000 persons will be X-rayed dur¬ 
ing the time the Mobile Clinic will 
be in Vulcan. It will remain here 
as long as it can be operated at ca¬ 
pacity, which is 300 per day. 

We have been asked to repeat 
two things in connection with Mo¬ 
bile Clinic. It is NOT necessary to 
strip to the waist to be X-rayed as 
long as the costume contains no 
metal parts that would blot out 
the X-ray picture of a portion of 
the lungs. The other is that there 
is no age barrier. All ages are ac¬ 
ceptable. 

It should not be necessary - to 
point this out but every person, 
irrespective of age or how healthy 
the individual considers themselves 
should avail themselves of this op¬ 
portunity for chest X-ray and act¬ 
ually would be failing in their duty 
as a citizen, we feel, if they didn’t 
have their chest X-rayed.

stricted and narrow in objectives. But when that 
group increases in stature, becoming the greatest 
single influence, the horizons must widen. It must 
see the community as a whole, each element dove¬ 
tailing into the other and all interdependent. Other¬ 
wise the greatest possible usefulness cannot be ful¬ 
filled. 

The time may come, as it came after the last war, 
when jobs for soldiers are only one part of the pic¬ 
ture. It is no less important that there be jobs for 
the oncoming young people, who were too young for 
war action, but who will be pouring out of the 
schools year by year and every year on into the fu¬ 
ture. It is reasonable enough that ex-service men 
should expect priorities, and stand together in that 
aim. But national well-being and community well¬ 
being go deeper than that. As Capt. Harper Prowse 
has said there is no real gain if employment of a re¬ 
turned man means displacement and idleness for 
another man. At present “jobs for soldiers” may be 
a mairt objective, but in the long .run that is not wide 
enough. Society will not be happy, nor Canada a 
land fit for heroes to live in unless there are jobs for 
all. Without the backing of food, munitions, money, 
the man on the battlefield could not have carried on. 
Without a busy, wage-earning society round about 
him, the returned man is not going to be happy nor 
feel that the courage he has shown and the ordeals 
he has endured have been worth while. His real 
thought is “work for all” whatever he may feel in 
respect to relative sacrifice. 

The local branch of the Legion is fortunate in 
having as leaders men who see life on a broad 
scale. The influence which the Legion may wield 
as a body, is safe in their hands. They can be de¬ 
pended upon to serve well the interests of the re¬ 
turned men, and also to keep the wider horizons ev¬ 
er in view. 
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Corrections made in reported de¬ 
fects- included 197 in teeth; 72 in 
tonsils and 64 in vision. 

Pre-School 

Infant clinics and pre-school 
clinics are held regularly at 11 of 
the larger centres, and an effort 
has been made to contact post-na¬ 
tal cases after discharge from hos¬ 
pital. Visits were made to more 
than 60% of such homes. This is 
an important part of the public 
health service. 

The increase in this work is evi¬ 
dent each year. Last year there 
were 183 pre-school and infant 
clinics held with 1016 infants ex¬ 
amined, and- 1082 pre-school chil¬ 
dren examined. There were also 
238 infant homfe visits and 383 pre¬ 
school home visits. 

Post natal booklets are sent out 
to the mothers and public health 
service is augmented with pam¬ 
phlets on health topics to schools 
and clinics, and the showing of 
health films. 

Sanitation 

Sanitation is under supervision 
of J. C. Mooney and in this con¬ 
nection there is inspection of res¬ 
taurants, dairies, private premises 
nuisanae grounds, butcher shops, 
slaughter houses, locker plants, 
bakeries confectioneries, food 
stores, school grounds, farm prop¬ 
erties, etc. 

There was only one prosecution 
in 1945 which was through refusal 
to carry out* an order to abate a 
nuisance. 

The milk standard thoughout 
the Health district is good, with 
appreciated co-operation of dairy¬ 
men. Demands for pasteurization 
came in from Turner Valley oil¬ 
field and indications are that this 
may be realized in 1946. The out¬
